Two senior Canadian Army officers will exchange appointments 
in Ghana and Canada next December. 

Colonel D. N. D. Deane-Freeman, CD, of Ottawa and Calgary, 
will be appointed military advisor to the Canadian high commis¬ 
sioner to Ghana at Accra. He is now director of "Q" operations and 
planning at Army Headquarters, Ottawa. 

Succeeding him will be Colonel V. R. Schjelderup. DSO, MC, CD, 
of Edmonton and Calgary, who has been serving in Ghana since 
October, 1961. 

Col. Deane-Freeman was commissioned in Lord Strathcona's 
Horse (Royal Canadians) in 1938. During the invasion of Europe, 
he landed on the Normandy beaches with the 2nd Canadian Armoured 
Brigade. During the period 1956-59, he was mlitary attache at the 
Canadian Embassy in Bonn, Germany. 

Col. Schjielderup is a former commanding officer of the 2nd Bat¬ 
talion, Princess Patricia's Canadian Light Infantry. For outstanding 
action on "D-Day", while serving with the 1st Battalion, Canadian 
Scottish Regiment, he was awarded the Military Cross. He was de¬ 
corated with a bar to his MC for bravery as a resistance fighter with 
the Dutch underground in 1944. 


MEET THE SOLDIER APPRENTICE 

IN THE DAYS OF THE "OLD SWEAT" THEY WERE "BOY SOL¬ 
DIERS". — TODAY, MODERNIZED AND STREAMLINED, THEY SERVE 
APPRENISHIP FOR TOMORROW ARMY. 

It's a story of progress i — from drummer boy to drill sergeant 
ar.d trumpeter to topographical surveyor for the "boys" of Canadian 
Army's Soldier Apprentice Plan. 


Known as barrack rats, stable 
boys and many other military 
epithets in the "good old days", 
the Canadian boy-soldiers' history 
is as old as any component of 
Canadian military service. In 1803, 
as recorded in the history of the 
104th Regiment of Foot (New Brun¬ 
swick Fencibles), boys were en¬ 
listed as buglers, trumpeters and 
drummers. 

More than 125 years later, ac¬ 
cording to General Order No. 74, 
dated 1930, "Boys of good charac¬ 
ter between 14 and 18 years of 
age may, subject to parent's or 
guardian's consent, be specially 
employed in the Canadian Corps 
of Signals". Opening in other 
units of the Non-Permanent Active 
Militia as signallers, drummers, 
buglers and trumpeters are also 
recorded in this Canadian Army 
order. 


It can be quickly noted that 
today's more comprehensive plan 
has a great deal more to offer. 

For the past 11 years they have 
been affectionately referred to as 
"the little green monsters" from 
the green bands worn on the 
shoulder to distinguish them from 
the more mature members of the 
Army. But this cross-section of 
clean-cut Canadian youth does not 
stay green long and even the 
toughest Army instructor would 
hesitiate to call them monsters. 

They are soldier apprentices — 
youths who have reached the age 
of 16 and have been accepted for 
specialized training in Army trades 
in six corps schools across Cana¬ 
da. The Army is singularly proud 
of the achievements made by more 
than 4,000 that have been enrolled 
since 1952.

EVER THUS 
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Spurred by success of the plan, 
the intake of an additional 500 
began in April and will extend 
through to September. The Army 
demands of the boys at least grade 
eight education and promises iin 
return to those who can meet the 
standards, a trades qualiification, 
military training at Army pay 
up to two addiitional years of 
high school in selected subjects 
including mathtmatics, the sciences 
and English. 

Today the Royal Regiment of 
Canadian Artillery, the Royal Ca¬ 
nadian Corps of Engineers, The 
Royal Canadian Corps of Signals, 
The Royal Canadian Army Service 
Corps, The Royal Canadian Ord¬ 
nance Corps and the Royal Cana¬ 
dian Electrical and Mechanical En¬ 
gineers list a choice of trade that 
range from clerk to radio techni¬ 
cian. 

They may qualify for trades 
in topographical survey, electro¬ 
nics, plumbing, carpentry mechan¬ 
ics and telecommunications to 
name a few, as well as the con¬ 
tinuation of academic studies. 
High school education under civil¬ 
ian tearhers is guided by the de¬ 
partment of education in the pro¬ 
vince in which they serve. Mili¬ 
tary instruction on a half-day basis 
is given by selected officers and 
NCOs, of the Regulaar Army 

Since the present plan's incep¬ 
tion in 1952, some have reached 
the rank of captain and lieutenant. 
Many are sergeants, corporals and , 
"tops" in the trade of their choice.' 

This year's intake began enroll- j 
ing on April 17. One hundred 
French-speaking boys began their' 
first year of training and English 
language study on August 19 at 
Longue Pointe, Montreal at the 
RCOC School. The remaining 400 
will go to corps schools at King¬ 
ston, and Camp Borden, Ont., 
Camp Shilo, Man : and Camp Chil¬ 
liwack, B.C., Sept. 16 to begin 
building their careers. 

Initial training is confined main¬ 
ly to academic subjects which 
raises the educational level near 
the junior matriculation mark. 
Certain aptitude tests determine 
the selection for trades courses 
which are then conducted side by 
side with their high school educa¬ 
tion. 

Pay for the first year is approx¬ 
imately half that of a private re¬ 
cruit or $60.00 a month. The fol¬ 
lowing year it is increased to Re¬ 
gular Army recruit pay of $112.00 
a month. Trades pay can eventu¬ 
ally be added to this. 

The apprentice trainees have 
finer living quarters and dining 
facilities than the best in boarding 
schools— but the discipline is 
stronger. They wear normal army 
issue usiforms except for green 
shouldr tabs, and participate in 
military training and discipline 
with the gusto of guardsmen. In 


addition they are allowed 30 days 
annual leave and special Christ¬ 
mas leave like soldiers of the Re¬ 
gular Force. 

"It's the age of good fun and 
games, and they are always ready 
to joke and laugh despite the 
rigors of Army life," said one in- 
structos in summing up the "Boys" 
attitude to militady life. 

After two years the soldier ap¬ 
prentices join units of the Regular 
Army for an additional three or 
more years of service. 

"I'd like to go back and instruct 
soldier apprentices" said 21-year- 
old Corporal Frank Wheadon, of 
Walton, N.S. He enlisted as one 
in 1958 and has worked under 
Yugoslav. Swedish, Brazilian and 
Indian officers as a clerk with 
tie United Nations Emergency 
Force in Egypt. 

"I wouldn't have done it any 
other way, and I'd do it again" 
said Lance Sergeant Patrick 
McBride of Saint John, N.B., from 
his post at the Camp Rafah mes¬ 
sage centre on the Gaza Strip. 

Lieutenant Lawrence Leach of 
Kimberley B.C., enlisted under the 
plan in 1954, and is now officer 
in charge of the Port Storage 
Depot in Port Said, Egypt. Similar 
plaudits are being voiced in the 
Congo, and Germany. 

"I didn't think soldier apprent¬ 
ice training would lead to a com¬ 
mission so quickly. If more young 
men knew about it, I am sure they 
would take advantage of the 
plan", said Second Lieutenant J. 
A. A. L. Seguin' ol Montreal, a 
platoon commander in a transport 
company at Camp Gagetown, N.B. 

At the age of twenty-one and as 
five-year veterans of the Army the 
"boys are free to return to civil¬ 
ian life — better equipped to meet 
the needs of business and industry. 
Or they may, as career-minded 
"regulars", continue to serve in 
Canada's Army.

There is sAill time to do more outdoor barbecue cooking, so lets 
get a few more charcoal briquets and commence cooking out in the 
back yard. 

BARBECUED CHICKEN HALVES 

Allow half a chicken per serving, brush chicken halves with 
sauce, arrange hot briquets for grill barbequing. Lay chicken on 

grill close to coals. Cook chicken over medium heat moving it 

about three inches from the briquets. Brush chicken with more 
sauce and turn often; barbecue until done or about 25 to 35 min¬ 
utes depending on size. 

HOT BARBECUE SAUCE (for above) 

2 tbsp. butter or margarine / tsp. tabasco sauce 

1 med. onion, chopped 1 tbsp. brown sugar 

1 clove garlic (minced) 1 tsp. salt 

/) cup catshup 1 tsp. dry mustard 

2 tbsp. vinegar Vi cup water. 

Combine all ingredients in saucepan; bring to boil. Store in 
covered jar in refrigerator or until needed. Yield lVi Cups. 

BUNDLED POTATOES 

On a 10" square of aluminum foil), place one potato cut into J4" 
slices, a Vi" slice of onion, a tablespoon butter or margarine. Sea¬ 
son, fold and twist foil to cover. Bake on hot coals or on grill 45 
minutes. 

CORN ON THE COB 

Open outer covering of corn to remove silk. Replace husks. 
Cook on grill or in hot coals. Here's another trick; remove husks, 
dip corn in waiter. Wrap com in foil and cook on grill or in coals 
Allow 10 to 20 minutes. 

TERIYAKIS HAWAIIAN (Kabobs) 

3 - 4 lbs. Tenderloin. Sirloin or top />, cup soy sauce 

round %" - 1" thick 1 tsp. ground ginger 

1 can pineapple chunks '/j tsp. garlic salt 

Syrup from pineaDnle 

Cut steak into 48 cubes. Drain pineapple and retain syrup, 
then make marinade by combining last five ingredients in a shallow 
dish large enough to accomodate meat. Add: siteak cubes and lelt 
stand at room temperature for one hour; turn once. Drain meat 
and thread on skewer sticks altenately with pineapple chunks, 3 
of each to an 8" stick. 

Broil or cook over coalsl, turning frequently, until meat is brown 
on all sides and done to satisfaction. Makes 16 and serves 8. 

CART-WHEEL BANANAS 

Leave peel on firm bananas: cut in diagonal slices about % 
inch thick. Dip cut ends in lemtn juice, the dunk in mixture of brown 
sugar ad cinnamon. 

Thread on skewers. (Going through skin), alternating with quart¬ 
ered oranges slices (thick and unpeeled). Broil until hot through and 
banana peel turns brown. 

DONUT HOLES 

Cut refrigerated biscuitsi (from a tube) in thirds, and roll each 
piece into ball. String on skewers, leaving about / inch between 
balls. "Bake" over hot coals, turning constantly until browned and 
completely done .about 7 minutes. At once push off skewers into 
melted butter or margarine; roll in cinnamon sugar mixture. Eat 
right away. One tube of refrigerated biscuits makes 30.

A Queen’s Medal to be award¬ 
ed annually to the best rifle shot 
in the Regular Army has been 
approved by Her Majesty The 
Queen. This medal is in addition 
to the two Queen's Medals for 
Canadian service marksmen al¬ 
ready in existence. 

In previous competitions, Regular 
Army soldiers competed against 
members of the Militia and Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police, while 
the Royal Canadian Air Force 
rifle shots had a Queen's Medal 
of their own. 

Commencing this year, Regular 
Army marksmen will compete 
among themselves for a Queen's 
Medal, the Militia and RCMP will 
shoot-off for one, and the RCAF 
continue to have their own rifle 
match for the prize. 

Competitors feel the acquisition 
of the additional medal will stim¬ 
ulate interest in service rifle 
shooting in the militia and improve 
standards of shooting in the Re¬ 
gular Army. 

The medal was first awarded in 
1896 for the best shot in the Brit¬ 
ish Army, but in 1883 the compe¬ 
tition lapsed. In 1923 King George 
V revived the competition and 
granted a number of medals in 
the Commonwealth! and Empire. 
The Canadian Forces were grant¬ 
ed two medals —■ one for the Army 
and RCMP, and one for the RCAF.
